WASHINGTON, March 22.—[Special.]—Today 
Senator Colquitt made his first appearance in 
g senatorial discussion in open session.

wear he addressed the senate at length in ex- 


ecutive session in favor of the reciprocal 
treaty with Mexico. Today he spoke on the 
Edmunds resolutions. The attendance on the 
floor and in the galleries was larger than at 
any time since Edmunds and Pugh opened 
this debate. Senator Brown and most 
of the Georgia delegation in the house sat 
near Colquitt, attentively listening to his 
entire speech of an hour anda half, He spoke 
without notes and with an ease and earnestness 
which were in pleasing contrast to the usual 
slow reading of senatorial manuscript. The 
speech was well received on allsides. It was a 
complete exposure of the hollow pretense that 
thesenate in this issue is defending anv right 
of the people or protecting any legitimate pre- 
rogative of itsown. Senator Colquitt showed 
that while both the president and the house 
represents directly the popular will, 
the senate is removed from such sym- 
pathy, and often, as in the present instance, 
is directly opposed to the popular will as last 
expressed. The idea that such a body should 
array itselfas the bulwark of the peoples’ 
rights wasmade very ridiculous. The real 
animus of this attack on the president, he de- 
clared, to be the hope of partisan advantage, 
a desperate chance seized by a 
defeated party in its throes of dissolution. 
The resolutions were read and shown to be 
unparalleled in parliamentary history. They 
exhibit the senate in the attitude of usurping 
the prerogative of the house in accusing offi- 
cials of such a violation of their duties as 
would make them subject to impeachment, 
and they pledge the senate in advance not to 
execute one of the proscribed functions, which 
is toadvise with the president as to the ap- 
pointments to office. Senator Colquitt put the 
issue in a clear, practical way, and appealed 
tu the common sense of the people of all par- 
ies to riseabove the low standard proposed 
io them by men who should look from senato- 
rial chairs to higer considerations than those 
now animating the advocates of the resolu- 
tion. The speech didthe senator credit, and 
was the occasion of many congratulations from 
colleagues and friends. 
THE MORRISON TARIFF BILL. 

As the time for the report of the Morrison 
tariff! bill from the ways and means committee 
to the house approaches, its friends realize the 
hopelessness of its passage. They have re- 
cently become very conciliatory, and are en- 
deavoring to find some compromise ground on 
which all democrats in the house can unite. 
It is said that propositions have been made to 
Mr. Randall for a conference, with the view of 
agreeing on a bill that will command the sup- 
port of the conservative element in the party. 
Morrison’s friends would like to know just 
how the bill would have to be modified to 
avoid opposition from the large number of 
democratic members who will surely vote 
against it in its present shape. In other 
words, they are trying to find the easiest way 
out of the embarrassing position they now 
ecceupy. Many of them would prefer accept- 
ing a bill which did not please them, to the 
defeat of one which they really want. 

MR. RANDALL’S POSITION, 

Mr. Randall says, as he has often said this 
session, and before, that he favors a judicious 
revision of the tariff. Whether his views and 
those of Mr. Morrison can be bound together 
in the same is now the question. No hopeful 
indications of a compromise are yet visible. 

Mr. Norwoed today introduced a bill re- 
fering claims held against the government by 
the heirs of Seaborn Wade and by Joseph P. 
Connerat, of Georgia, to the court of claims. 

Mr. Blount introduced a bill to regulate the 
readjustment of the salaries of postmasters. 
It approves all readjustments made since 
March 6d, and provides that all claims for re- 
adjustment shall be made within three months 
after the passage of this act, and that no 


._ action shall lie in any court against the post- 


master-general on account of his action in re- 
adjusting postmasters’ salaries. 
THE HANCOCK PENSION.® 

The vote on the bill granting a pension of 
$2,000 a year to the widow of General Han- 
cock, was in some degree surprising. Of the 
forty-seven who voted against the bill forty- 
five were cast by democrats. Price, of Wis- 
consin, and Peters, of Kansas, were the only 
republicans voting against the bill. Three 
Georgia members, Messrs. Blount, Crisp and 
Turner, voted in the negative. There was 
only one vote against the bill passed early this 
Session giving Mrs.Grant five thousand dol- 
lars a year, and that was cast by Mr. Price, of 
Wisconsin. ‘= F. H. R.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—In the senate.

statesmen had discovered something which 
bad escaped the sagacity of the foundors of 
our government. “Offensive partisanship,” 
Mr. Colquitt said, was not a new discevery 
with this admunistration. He read the circu- 
lar of President Hayes, prohibiting the par- 
ticipation of officeholders in political cau- 
cuses, etc., to show what official partisanship 
was. Colquitt read a letter addressed by an 
officeholder to the secretary of the treasury, 
without giving the name of the writer or the 
place that he had held. Having been charged 
with want of dilligence in his office, the office- 
holder wrote boldly that he had been nomina- 
ted to the office without his knowledge; that 
his appointment had been made looking to 
political operations in the then approaching 
political campaign of 1854; that with 
a view of increasing his usefulness he accepted 
the office: that in accepting it he little thought 
of secluding himself in it, for such a course 
would have conflicted with the entire pro- 
gramme of his friends who had had him 
appointed; that he had gone to Washington 
and remained there two months doing political 
work; thatthe action was sanctioned by the 
secretary of the treasury at the time, who well 
understood the object of his visit to Washing- 
ton. Tothe average republican, the writer 
said, a letter from Washington was more 
effective than one from any other place, hence 
he carried on a very large correspondence 
from Washington with citizens in the state of 
his residence, and although not a delegate 
to the republican convention, he went 
to Chicago, and had had much to do with se- 
curing the twenty-four votes of his state for 
Arthur. Mr. Colquitt read from the report as 
to another office holder, showing that he was 
found short over 3500 in his money order de- 
partment, and had not one cent wherewith to 
make good this shortage. This deficiency had 
arisen from the use of government funds in 
the private business of the office holder. He 
had also exchanged postage stamps for mer- 
chandise. 

Mr. Logan inquired if thai office holder had 
been’ suspended. 

Mr. Cotquitt said no, but that he would be 
suspended “if you will give assurance that his 
substitute for him will be confirmed.” 

Mr. Logan inquired if the paper Colquitt had 
read from was on record. 

Mr. Colquitt— Yes. 

Mr. Logan asked whether it was from the 
postoffice department. 

Mr. Colquitt answered that it was, and that 
it was open to any senator applying to see it. 

Mr. Logan was sfruck,he said, with the 
strange fact that the records could be fur- 
nished against individuals for some senators 
to make speeches from, and could not be fur- 
nished when called for in a resolution of the 
senate. | Laughter in the galleries, ] 

Mr. Colquitt assured Logan that he could 
have any records in the postoftice department 
if he would apply for them. They had never 
been refused. 

Mr. Hoar inquired whether the facts were 
that papers of this character were furnished 
when officials were guilty, and not when they 
were innocent? 

Mr. Colquitt had no doubt the senator could 
get the papers of both characters if there were 
such papers in the department, and the sena- 
tor would ask for them. 

Mr, Hoar asked on what principle the papers 
given to the senator were denied to the reso- 
lution of the senate. 

Mr. Colquitt said that they had never been 
denied. He asserted that no senator had ever 
been refused access to the papers in that de- 
partment. The department had, however, re- 
fused to give them in response to a call made 
asa matter of right by the senate. Senators 
had never been denied an inspection of the 
papers, 

Mr. Hoar said this was the first time he had 
beard of the consent of the departments to 
exhibit them to anybody except to senators on 
the democratic side, and Mr, Hoar had heard 
cf a gocd many refusals. 

Mr. Colquitt presumed the senator from 
Massachasetts had never applied, or he would 
have found out. 

Mr. Hoar said he had never applied. 

Mr. Colquitt remarked that in such a case 
there was no good reason for Mr. Hoar’s state- 
ment that the papers had Leen refused. 

Mr. Hoar said he (Hoar) was a member of 
the committee that had been refused. 

Mr. Colquitt admitted the truth of Mr 
Hoar’s statement. A demand was made 
$s u matter of right, he said, that 
the papers should be sent to the senate— 
papers of a very different character from 
those that he had read here, and 
that demand had been refused. But all papers 
of this character, and Mr. Coiquitt doubted 
not, papers of every character, would be open 
to senators who should seek to know what was 
inthem. The ground on which they had been 
declined was that the senate, in its capacity as 
asenate, had no right to demand the corre- 
spondence of a private and confidential char- 
acter relating to removals from office. 

Mr. Logan called attention to the fact that 
they were furnished to an individual to be 
read in public, and published throughout the 
country, and inauired whether that was not 
exactly what the senate was trying toget at. 
He inquired why they should have been given 
to an individual, and not to the senate. That 
— eatin that Logan could not under- 
stand, : 

Mr. Colquitt said it had been understood in 
the past. General Jackson had understood it, 
There was nothing mysterious in it that Mr. 
Colquitt could see. The senate demanded the 
papers as a matter of right. The senators 
would ask to see them as a matter of courtesy, 
He thought that a very broad distinction. 

Mr.Logan said there were some senators who 
would like to see the papers, but who did not 
go to the departments. He was of that num- 
ber. He did not goto the department to see 
papers. He never had done so, and did not 
expect to, but he would like to see the 
papers. If the senators in their 
egercgate capacity as a senate 
passed a resolution respectfully requesting 
the papers, and the papers should be denied, 
he was afraid the country would not see the 
nice distinction made by the departments, 
when the departments gave the papers to indi- 
vidual senators to be read here in order to 
condemn some persons. 

Mr. Colquitt said he had merely read the 
papers to show that, in the case of offensive 
partisanship, the administration should use 
its authority, and should suspend or remove 
men of the character indicated. The only ob- 
ject that Mr. Colquit could see that was 

be subserved by the adoption of 
the resolutions reported by the major- 
ity of the committe was to place 
on record, and perpetuate the malice of that 
majority. The senate, in this matter, he said, 
was merely usurping the power to present arti- 
cles of impeachment, thus becoming both ac- 
cuser and judge. The house of representatives 
had not presented such articles against the 
attorney general], nor had any member of that 
house proposed to doso. It-was left for this 
body of “grave and reverend seignors,”’ actu- 
ated by party feeling to first file articles of 
impeachment, and then proceed to pa‘s their 
own judgment upon them, in contravention of 
all principles and practices relating to im- 
peachment. 

The intention was, by the passage of these 
resolutions, to produce, if possible, all the 
moral efiect of impeachment. This was an 
act unworthy of the senate, and would simply 
have the effect of showing that the senate had 
not got beyond the limits of a political junta. 
Mr. Colquitt had listened to the mounful 
earnestness of the senator from Vermont in 
commenting upon the outrage 
trated on the senate by 
refusal to submit this demand for 
papers relating, as he said, tothe “manner of 
conducting an office.’ That was the plea. 
Mr. Colquitt did not mean to insinuate any 
lack of sincerity in these resolutions. He 
would not impugn any body’s motives, but he 
would compare the senate’s action in the aoa 

ican 


| ent case with its action when a repub 


secretary of the treasury (Sherman) was the 
officer on whom the call was made. 

Mr. Colquitt then read the letter already 
read by Mr. Kenna, addressed by Mr. Sher- 
man, when secretary of the treasury, to the 
committee on commérce of the senate, as to 
— relating to the suspension of the col- 

ector of the port of New York. In this letter 
Mr. Sherman states that tocomply with the 
request of the conimittee would require him 
“to disclose papers of a confidential character 
filed in his department.” Mr. 
Colquitt believed he had heard somebody 
in this debate characterize§the word ‘“‘filed”’ as 
indicating something very solemn, something 
quer to the general good. He inquired 
we were “playing at politics” in this ,cham- 
ber. Were we like’children—setting up card 
houses in order to pull them down again? Was 
this floor to be made the scene of partisan con- 
flicts, with the view'of elevating one man and 
pulling down another?Why this discrimination’ 
Why condemn the democraticfattorney gen- 
eral and president when no censure had been 
found for the republican secretary of the 
treasury or president? Oh, for the sense of 
rigid justice—for one weight and one measure 
for all. That was the rule of the honest 
trader, and should be the rule of an honest 
senate. Mr. Colquitt could scarcely believe 
that among well-tcmpered,- moderate men of 
age and influence on the republican side, 
enough votes would be found to pass these reso- 
lutions. However, he said, the people were 
not going to be guiled in anycase. They un- 
derstand the situation. These were the expir- 
ing agonies of a political party in the throes 
of dissolution. How it clutched! How it glared! 
How it raved! He would take no delight 
in the democratic triumph that merely 
brought humiliation to others. If it were a 
case Of personal misfortune or bereavement, 
no man would be readier to offer sympathy, 
but this was not such acase. He wished he 
could soothe the feelings of the republican 
senators. He recommended to them, as apt to 
relieve their disappointment, Bolingbroke’s 
“reflections upon Exiler,”’ and “Baxter's 
Saints Rest.”’ 

Mr. Frye thought the latter work particu- 
larly appropriate. 

Mr. Colquitt reminded the republicans that 
patriotism was sacrificing. He presumed they 
could become reconciled to the new order of 
things, and to their own sufferings if that 
order and those sufferings rebounded to the 
prosperity and happiness of their fellow citi- 
zens. 

SENATOR JACKSON ON THE FLOOR. 

Mr. Jackson followed Mr. Colquitt,. also in 
opposition to the majority report. He believed 
the right of the removal of officers to be 
wholly in the president. So far the acts of 
congress made removals dependent on the con- 
sent of the senate, these acts were an en- 
croachment onthe constitutional rights and 
powers of the president. But aside from that, 
it was thecandid conviction of allthe real 
advocates of administrative reform that all 
such attempts had been unwise, and had been 
attended with no substantial benefits to the 
public service. Inthis connection, Mr. Jack- 
son cited, without reading, an article written 
by Mr. Hoar and published in the North 
American Review for November, 1881. The 
senator from Vermont (Edmunds) had pre- 
sented the senate side of this controversy with 
great ingenuity and ability, Mr. Jackson said, 
but the ingenuity and ability displayed had 
not sufficed to prove the case he had attempt- 
ed tomake. Fromthe date when President 
Washington settled the question in March, 
1792, (as reported in Jefferson’s correspond: 
ence),tbere had been no authority, either 
judicial or legislative, to question the right of 
the president to determine for himself what 
papers should be disclosed in the interests of 
the public service. It rested in the 
president’s discretion. President Cleveland 
had informed the senate that there 
were no oflicial papers on file in the depart- 
ments between the dates called for. To prove 
his assertion as to the matter being in the dis- 
erction of the senate, Mr. Jackson read from 
various authorities, including Presidents 
Jackson and Tyler. He also quoted from a 
speech of Senator Sherman in the senate, 
February 9th last, to fshow 
Sherman’s view that if papers “not intended 
for the public eye which the president choose 
to withhold,” on the ground that they were 
received in confidence, ‘that would-be a 
case of the exercise of discretion 
which gentlemen in their inter- 
course with each other recognize.’ The 
trouble, Mr. Jackson continued, was that the 
senators were not willing to take the presi- 
dent’s statement to the effect that there was 
no official paper on file of the character called 
for, between the dates indicated. Had con- 
gress any more authority over papers in the 
executive department than the supreme court 
had? The judiciary was a co-ordinate branch 
of the government, as well as was the legisla- 
tive department. When the rights of indi- 
viduals were on trial before the supreme court, 
involving, perhaps, life or liberty, the judi- 
clary was as much entitled to these papers as 
was congress or the senate. 

Yet Chief Justice Marshall, in the trial of 
Aaron: Burr. sustained President Jefferson in 
his refusal to disclose certain pertions of a cor- 
respondence which Jefferson asserted to have 
been confidential, andintended to guide him 
to the performance of his executive function, 
The object of the present controversy, Mr, 
Jackson said, was the waging of political war- 
fare against President Cleveland. He denied 
that Duskin’s commission was such as was 
suggested by Edmunds. As Edmunds had 
suggested its reading, it wasthat Duskin was 
to hold office “until his successor should 
be duly appointed and qualified.” 
This assumption; Mr. Jackson said, 
had been necessary as the foundation for Ed- 
munds’s argument,for that senator had follow- 
ed it with the statement that Duskin was still 
in Office, even though suspended. The sena- 
tor from Vermont had fallen into an error— 
inadvertently no doubt. The form of com- 
mission used by that senator in his argument 
had not been in use since 1869. Under the 
act of 156%, Duskin was entitled to hold only 
for the term for which he wasappointed. That 
term was four years from the date of his 
commission. The commission was dated 
December 20, 188], and therefore  nat- 
uraliy expired December 20, 1885, 
He was suspended July 17, 1885. The nomi- 
nation of Burnett for the permanent term of 
four years, was sent to the senate December 
14, 1585; so that the senate was asked to Te- 
move bim only for six days, as his term would 
expire December 20, The office became va- 
cant on December 20, and the only question 
before the senate, so far as that office was con- 
cerned, was not as to the suspension of Duskin, 
but asto the appointment of Burnett to an 
oflice that, on December 20, became vacant. 
The question, as it had been presented by the 
majority, was a mere pretext for an attack on 
the presidcnt. 

In arranging for this piece of political tar- 
get practice,” said Mr.Jackson, “the able ehair- 
man of the judiciary committee has omitted 
to piace the proper target before the senate, 
That fact, however, has not discouraged either 
himself or his aesociates from firing at random 
throughout the whole political range, The 
proceeding is purely political; there can be no 
determination of it here. Both sides must ap- 
peal to the people.” 

At 5 o’clock, Mr. Jackson retaining the floor, 
the senate went into executive session, aud at 
0:40 the doors were reopened and the senate 
adjourned, 

A BLACK EYE FOR MATTHEWS. 

The senate committee on the Distrist of 
Columbia has decided, by a tie vote, not to 
advise and consent to the nomination of J. C. 
Matthews, of Albany, to be recorder of deeds 
for the District of Columbia, and Mr. Black- 
burn, was therefore, authorized to report the 
nomination adversely. Itis understood that 
the votes in favor of confirmation were cast by 
Ingalls, Pike, Palmer and Brown, end those 
in the negative by Blackburn, Vance, Hatris 
and Riddieberger. The death of Miller, of 


California. who was a member of the district 
committee, leaves the committee with eight 
members, hence the tie vote.

Deliver uS from the influence and power of the 
robbers, Who, enticing their victims to the boards 
of trade and stock exchanges and bucket shops, 
name their practices of plunder, “shearing the 
lambs.” Enlighten our intelligence with Thy 
truth; sweeten and deepen our humanity with Thy 
love; quicken our piety with Thy spirit, and ma 
Jesus Christ become more and more master an 
ruler of our lives and characters and thoughts, 
we pray through His hallowed name, Amen.” 

The delivery of the prayer was attentively 
listened to, and caused quite a sensation 
among the members, 

On motion of Mr. Butterworth, of Ohio, 
seconded by Mr. Weaver, of Iowa, it was or- 
dered printed in the record.

THE ROGERSES AGAIN. 


Continuation of the Pan-Electric investiga- 
tion in Washington. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.--The examination 
of Casey Young was resumed before the tele- 
phone investigation committee this afternoon. 
Young said that after the first meeting of the 
board, when it had been agreed that no stock 
should be sold on individual account, Dr. 

Rogers had transferred $833,350, in stock to 
Looney. That gentleman had come to wit- 
ness and wanted something to show that he 
held an interest of that amount. The witness 
had declined at first, but upon Looney’s in- 
sisting, witness signed a 

drawn up by Looney, showing 
Looney was entitled to $833,330 
in stock when it should be issued. A numberof 
these papers came to witness, and he had 
signed thew at first to oblige Mr. Rogers, but 
when he learned that the certificates were be- 
ing peddled about town, he resolved to resign 
rather than continue party to the practice. So 
he had called a meeting of all the stockhold- 
ers at the Ebbitt house on January 26, 1885, 
and it had been agreed that all outstanding 
papers that witness “had been foolish enough 
to give” should be called in and replaced with 
certificates showing that the holders of the 
paper would become entitled to 
stock when the validity of the 
patents had been established. The 
witness had suggested that action, because he 
believed that the outstanding papers were cal- 
culated to deceive persons as to their real 
worth. There had been no objection on ths 
part of any stockholder tothe line of action 
suggested. Young pooduced and read the 
m:nutes of the meeting to substantiate 
his statement and exhibitcd the 
book of certificates prepared in accordance 
with the resolution, The outstanding written 
certificates had then been called in, said the 
witness, and formal certificates issued instead. 
The witness had told his clerk to close 
np the old stock book and 
draw up balance sheets showing the interest of 
each shareholder. The list numbered fifty-one 
persons, and Young went over it and explain- 
ed how each person got his stock. In addi- 
tion to the names of the organizers 
of the company, it included 
the names of a number of small holders who 
bad gotten their stock from Dr. Rogers. The 
company never sold a dollar’s worth of inter- 
est in this concern, except to Senator Vest, Mr. 
Howard and those two ladies (Senator Harris’s 
friends), said Young, emphatically, in answer 
to aquestion by a member of the committee. 
The witness said Atkins was not a 
member of congress at the time the 
contract was drawn. The witness was a con- 
gressman-elect, but Atkins went out on the 
4th of March, 1583, while the contract was en- 
tered into March 13th. The witness remarked 
that be wanted to say somethingin reply to 
“all of this talk about drumming up congress- 
men, and having no money in the treasury,” 

‘The originators had,” he said, “contributed 
about a thousand dollars at the beginning, and 
witness’ idea had been to use their own 
means in ‘putting things in operation.’ ”’ 
While nobody had objected, yet that course 
had not been followed, and 
while they were talking about 
it these gentlemen, (the Memphis people) had 
offered to buy the state right. “We were 
talking about selling the stock,” said the wit- 
ness, “and I said a good many people have 
spoken to me about it, but I never offered to 
sell or give a share to any member of con- 
gress. I did not want to scatter it around. I 
suppose fifty members of congress talked to 
me, but a8 I said to Harry Rogers, they were 
not the sort of people I wanted. I did not 
think members of congress were worth 
much in btsiness matters. No mem- 
ber offered to buy a dollar’s 
wortb of stock from me, nor did I offer to give 
it toapny. 

Mr. Ranney asked if the witness could tell 
what member of congress he had conversed 
with about the Pan-Electric. He replied that 
he bad talked with Dunn, MeMillian, Taylor, 
Hopkins, and Stockslager. There were fifty 
or more at least, and the witness could not 
mention all of them. They (the company) 
did not dream that congress would ever have 
anything to do with the telephone, that legis- 
lation would ever result. The witness stated 
in general terms that the company 
could never get Garland to do 
anything. He attended but two 
meetings and never paid any attention to the 
company. When the company had a suit at 
St. Louis. it tried to get Garland to attend to 
it. Garland wrote a lawyer there, but that was 
all theaciiun he toon.

Mackin Gets a New Trial. 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—The supreme 
court bas rendered a decision in the Mackin- 
Gallagher cases. The crimes charged against 
the defendants are infamous within the mean- 
ing of the constitution, and the defendants 
cannot be held to answer in courts of the 
United States otherwise than by presentment 
of an indictment by a grand jury. The effect 
of the decision is to send the case back to the 
lower court, to be proceeded with by the grand 
jury indictment, instead of b inmemsiee. 

CuicaGo, March 22,—The ecision rende 
by the United States supreme court this morn- 
ing in the case of Mackin, who was convicted 
of election frauds in Chicago at the last presi- 
dential election, sets aside the two years’ 
sentence imposed by Judge Blodgett, in the 
United States court, but does not affect the 
term of five years in the penitentiary, which 
he is now serving, under the etate law for 
perjury. 


KUKLUX KNIGHTS. 


A ROUNDHOUSE ATTACKED BY 
MASQUERADERS. 


The Guards Locked up in the Office, While General 
Destruction is Visited Upon the Eagines and 
Shops—The Guards Released, Only to 
Find the Mem Out of Sight. 


Dentson, Texas, March 22.—At 2 o'clock 
yesterday morning, the watchmen at the 
round house were surprised by the appearance 
of about one hundred and fifty masked men, 
who commanded them to keep quiet, The 
watchmen, ten innumber, were taken up and 
carried to the shop office, where a guard was 
put over them. They were told to remain 
where they were quietly, as the masked men 
came determined to do their duty, be the con- 
sequences what they might, and they would 
not be injured. Sothe watchmen sat in the 
oftice awaiting the result ofthe affair. 

THE WORK OF DESTRUCTION. 

Of the mob of 150 men, not one spoke a 
word, except the leader, who, after placing 
the watchmen under guard, went to the mid- 
dle of the turntable, where al! could see and 
hear him, and said: 

“Men, you know your duty. Do it.” 

At that, every man broke in the same direc- 
tion, without the least bit of noise. In about 
five minutes,the speaker returned to the office, 
aud addressed the watchmen, saying: 

“Gentlemen, we are much obliged to you for 
your conduct, and wish to return our thanks. 
You are all at liberty to go about your busi- 
ness. Good morning.” 

The watchmen stepped out of the office, and 
not aman was in sight or could be heard. 
They then made an investigation as to what 
had been done. 

INSPECTING THE WRECK. 

The passenger engine that was to leave for 
Fort Worth this morning at 4 o’clock was 
found with the steam cock open. The hose 
was cut, the fire dumped out and “killed” 
entirely. They failed to open the water 
gauge,so the engine had enough water to 
carry her to Whitesboro, and while the hands 
were heating and bringing her to life again, 
a new hose was put in, and in about an hour 
she steamed up into the depot and took out 
the passenger train that had laid there all 
night. Intheshop the men fouud that the 
large stationary engine had been removed 
from its place, the water let out of the 
tanks, the hose cut, the pins removed and 
the engines “killed,” so that it will take days 
to bring them to life again. The damage done 
to the machinery was very great, and it will 
take some time to repair it.

iyery masquerader carried a large piece of 
irou, brickbat, or something similar, so as to 
be prepared for combat ifthe watchmen re- 
sisted. The watchmen, seeing the size of the 
mob, knew it was useless to resist, and so 
allowed them to do whatthey would. The 
celerity and quiet with which the event was 
done showed that the men had been well 
trained and instructe1. The watchmen have 
no idea who they were,and those that wore 
no masks were strangers to them, sothere is 
no way of finding out the guilty parties. 
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THE TWO GOVERNORS 


Trying to Make Peace Between the Railroads 
and Their Employes. 

Sr. Louis, March 22.—The agreement drawn 
up by Governors Martin and Marmaduke, of 
Kansas and Missouri respectively, intended as 
a basis for the settlement of the strike on the 
Missouri Pacific railrod, together with Vice- 
P.esident Hoxie’s acceptance of the same, with 
qualifications, was presented last night to the 
executive committee of the district assembly 
No. 101 of Knights of Labor. The govornors 
called in person upon Martin Irons, chairman 
of the committee, and urged acceptance of the 
conditions by this committee, which soon 
afte: ward was called together to discuss infor- 
mally the conditions inserted by Mr. Hoxie 
into the agreement. No action was taken last 
night. the matter being discussed in a strictly 
unofficial way,and aftera long session the 
committee adjourned until today. when the 
contents of the documents will be formally 
considered and some decision reached. 

THE MEN HOLD BACK. 

The manner in which the agreement was 
received by the members of the committee 
affoids little hope that its conditions will be 
accepted. MX Irons would express no positive 
opinion as to acceptance or rejection, and other 
members of the executive board were equally 
loath to make any statement as to their fature 
course. Enough was learned from them, how- 
ever, to make the rumor general that 
they would not accept Hoxie’s 
proposition. The strikers object to that por- 
tion of it relating to the re-employment of 
only a portion of the discharged men, and 
allege that, although Hoxie says no prejudice 
shall exist against the strikers, they feel cer- 
tain that the leaders of the present strike will 
be discharged from the employ of the compa- 
py as soon as opportuny offered. If the efforts 
of the governors shall fail to bring about a 
settlement of the present differences between 
the railroad company and its employes, the 
all absorbing question to the strikers is: How 
far shal] we extend the strike, in the attempt 
to ferce the company to accept our terms’ 

THE KNIGHTS TALK.

at reduced rates. The evidence is at hand that 
whole gangs of men have been discharged, not- 
withstanding that Hoxie agreed on May 15, 1835 
that ratherthan reduce the working force he would 
reduce the hours, Every effort to have these men 
reinstated was refused by the company on 
the ground that they were not cove by 
agreement, which agreement says: ‘““‘We will re- 
duce the hours of work instead of reducing the 
force whenever necessity arises."’ The outrages on 
the Texas and Pacific railroad are sought to be 
made a matter entirely out of the range of the 
agreement. The men were, out of sheer 
prejudice, discharged without an effort to 
reduce the hours of work. The receivers refused 
tocomply with the agreement of the company’s 
officials with the employes, after the institution of 
the receivership, notwithstanding they do not re- 
pudiate the other agreement of said officials, 
showing a clear intent to use the 
United States court and its officials 
for dishonorable purposes, It is charged by Hox- 
ie in a previous statement, that the agreement of 
March 15th 188), has been ®iolated by the em- 
ploye. Said agreement is published in the 
morning papers of March 22, and we ask any intel- 
ligent person to read with care, and note if 
it be possible for the employes to violate any pro- 
visions of said agreement, be they never so desir-

The Blowing of the Whistles Announce An- 
other Break. 

Kansas City, Mo.. March 22.—At nine 
o’clock this morning the general sounding of 
the locomotive whistles signalled the inaugur- 
ation of another strike. At that hourthe 
union switchmen inevery railroad yard in 
the city quit work, and the freight business 
generally was stopped. The Chicago and 
Alton officials made up a train by the help of 
non uuion men and sent it out, but the 
strikers are said to have boarded 
and stopped it at the eastern 
city limits. The Wabash is workinga small 
force, sufficient, the officials say, to handle the 
city freight; and to bring it under the protec- 
tion of the federal court, they have invoked 
the protection of the United States marshal. 
The present cause ot the strike cannot be 
learned. Someof the men say: “We had 
orders from the headquarters of the Knights 
of Labor.”’ The switchmen made a general de- 
mand for an advance in wages a week ago, of 
the various roads, and it was granted, ‘There 
are flying rumors to the effect that several 
other departments are to be ordered out. 

NO FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS. 

There arg no further developments in the 
strike of the switchmen. The Wabash is 
handling business over its own lines, but of 
course cannot make transfers witli other roads. 
The cause of the strike has not yet been made 
known. One explanation is that the men de- 
mand an hour’s work, but itis generaily sup- 
posed the strike is an outgrowth of the Mis- 
souri Pacific trouble. No other department 
besides,the yardmen have struck. 

THE SITUATION GROWS COMPLICATED. 

The situation in railroad circles has become 
so complicated that the outcome grows more 
uncertain. Lethargy prevails tonight through- 
out the freight yards in the city,and in Kan- 
sas City, Armourdale and Argentine. The pas- 
senger trains have not been disturbed, and all 
left tonight as usual. One of the leaders in 
the strike stated tonight that he did not be- 
lieve that they wall be molested. An em- 
bargo, however, has been placed upon the 
freight traffic, which is practically complete. 
The Wabash train was made up late 
this afternoon. A large crowd was 
gathered. As the train prepared to 
start, at a signal twenty coupling pins were 
pulled simultaneously from between the cars, 
and the train was effectually disabled. The 
movement was 80 quick that no one could teil 
who was responsible for it. Another effort was 
made later at § o’clock. The company suc- 
ceeded in starting two — mira ff 15 & 

isposition among the strikers to avoid come 
Sietion with the federal authorities. The 
only resistance offered the strikers was by an 
engineer on the Hannibal and 5t. Joe road, 
who was about to pull out with the ca 
when half a dozen strikers moun 
the engine, whereupon the engineer 
seized an iron pin and ordered them off. An 
official appeared, however, and ordered the 
engine into the round house. There are two 
bundred and thirty switchmen out, which en- 
forces idleness on 1,500 engineers, and as 
many firemen. The roads involved are the 
Chicago and Alton, the Rock Island, the Wa- 
basb, the Missouri Pacific, the Han- 
dibal and St. Jo, the Kansas City, the 
St Joe and Council Bluffs, the Burlington and 
Missouri River, the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, the Union Pacific and the Kansas 
City, Fort Scott and Gulf. The packing 
houses are expected to close tomorrow. One 
thousand of their employes had already been 
laid off on account of the Missouri Pacific 
strike, and a general closing down will cut of 
the daily income of 4,000 men._

THREE HUNDRED THOUSAND 
ACRES OF LAND DISPOSED OF. 


Judge Speer Decides an Important Case—George 
B. Dodge Wins—Died Suddenly— Mrs. Jones's 
Will-A Strange Case—-Medal Being 
Made— Personal and Socia) Newe. 


Macon, March 22.—[Special.—The land 
case in which Briggs, Hall and Sleeper were 
enjoined by George E. Dodge, was passed upon 
by. Judge Emory Speer in the United States 
cireuit court, in this city, today. Allen. N, 
Sexton was the agent of Mr. Dodge, and to his 
untiring exertions is due a great part of this 
remarkable victory. Old misty volumes, an- 
cient records,and moth-eaten manuscripts were 
nnearthed, and link by link the chain of evi- 
dence was made complete. 

The petitioner, Mr. Dodge, was represented 
by Lanier & Anderson and R. K. Mines, the 
defense by Luther A. Hall and Hill & Harris, 
From the decision read by the judge, a vol- 
uminous document, the following abstracts, 
relating to the history of the case, was made: 

There is in his controversy the title. to 
3,000,600 acres of land in the state of Georgia. 


T hey are of the alleged value of $150,000, but 


this is probably a low estimate of their value. 
They lie in the counties of Telfair, Dodge, 
Pulaski and Laurens. The case came up in 
November last, and arguments of counsel show 
great ability, research and unusual force and 
precision of statement. Because of the im- 
patience and difficulty of the issues involved, 
and multitude of questions arising, the judge 
has, until now, been unable to reach a satis- 
factory conclusion. s 

The bill is filed by George E. Dodge, a citi- 
zen of New York, against Luther S. Hall, 
Oliver H. Briggs and H.G. Sleeper, who are 
alleged to be operating under the firm name of 
Briggs, Hall & Sleeper, and agains¢ many 
other parties who are alleged to be trespassing 
on various parcels of the land. The com- 
plainant alleges that his title is traceable 
through half a century, and originates in 
grants from the state of Georgia. 

The complainant alleges that a year a;-o the 
principal defendants learned that a dee’. viz: 
the one from Peter J. Williams to ‘ olby, 
Chase « Crocker had been defectively exe- 
cuted as they supposed, and went quiet'y to 
work and secured powers of attorney ‘rom 
the heirs at law of Colby, Chase & Crocker, 
nuder which they have proceeded to sell] and 
lease the lands and dispose of the timber: 
that Luther A. Hall, one of the defendants, is 
an-attorney at law, but he combined with the 
others for the benefit of the three, and their 
compensation depends upon thesuecess of their 
projects. The remaining allegations of the 
bill are that in [<38anumberof persons in the 
state of Maine organized a company known 
as the.Georgia land and lumber company, 
their object being to purchase certain tracts 
of heavily timbered lands in the state of 
Géorgia on which to erect saw mills, 
etc. Colby, Chase & Crocker’ were 
appointed agents of this company, and in 
1834 they purchased the land from Peter J. 
Williams, of Baldwin county. In Georgia 
Colby, Chase & Crocker represented them- 
selves Only as agents of the Georgia lumber 
comnany, and never set up any claim to these 
lands in their own right. Afterward 15,000 
acres of Jand was purchased from Josiah 
Flournery. Colby, Chase & Crocker have 
been dead for many years, and their 
heirs never laid claim to these lands until in- 
duced to make powers of attorney to Briggs, 
Hall & Sleeper. The bill prays the per- 
petual injunction against Briggs, Hall & 
Sleeper, and by an advertisement, the heirs 
of Colby, Chase & Crocker, from interfering 
with these lands. 

The decision recites the fact that a large 
number of deeds were introduced by complain- 
ant evidence in support of the title, 
showing a complete chain of title from the 
stute. Briggs, Wall & Sleeper introduced an 
auswer in effect that Colby, Chase & Crocker 
were notthe agents of the Georgia lumber 
compavy, and various other auswers are made 
to the allegations of the bill. 

The judge makes this note: 

“While it appears that Butle: of the 
purchasers from the heirs-at-law) “signed the 
answer, it does not appear that he affixed his 
‘ignature to the oath, and there is enough in 
the answer to show its deliberate fraud. Sev- 
eral of the respondents answer that they do 
not claim title under the heirs of Colby, Chase 
& Crocker, and they put in evidence the deeds, 
under which they claim, which showan inde- 
pendent title to the |! therein described, 
All the other answers follow substantially that 
tied by Brigus, Hall & Sleeper. 

In his decision Judge Sneer enters into an 
exheustive examination of various authorities 
and precedents, making as a whole a master- 
piece of clear and concise judicial statement. 
His decision is premised by a complete rehear- 
sal of the entire case, going away back to Peter 
J, Williams, the first owner of the land, who 
fiourished fifty years ago, and then following 
all its bearings and ramifications,the gradual 
change of this property from one etal to an- 
other, including the state of Indiana, which 
was at one time the possessor of this magnifi- 
cent domain, 

Step by step he comes to his conclusions. In 
one place is inserted this quotation in support 
of complainant's petition, referring to the fact 
that there is an alleged defect: “The residue of 
the transaction may be as unerringly inferred, 
from the existence of genuine ancient docu- 
ments, asthe remainder of a statute may be 
made from an existing torso, or the perfect 
skeleton from the fossil remains of @ part.” 
‘The conclusion is in these words: : 

‘A limited number of the respondents claim 
title from a different source than Colby, Chase 
& Crocker. With regard to these the court 
will pass no decree. If there be controversy 
with these parties, it can be settled in an ap-- 
propriate proceeding elsewhere. AS against 
Messrs. Briggs, Hall & Sleeper, and the heirs 
of Colby, Chase & Crocker, against Silas P. 
Butler, and those who hold under them, the 
title of complainant, a8 to these lands, is vali: 
and must be enforced, and the prayers of th» 
bill are granted. No damages have been prov 
en. Let the decree be found accordingly.” 
The main points of law ruled by Judge Speer 
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were: 

1. That a record of a deed over thirty years 
old was admissible in evidence, the original 
deed being lost. 

2. That whether one state can hold title to 
landsin another state without consent of the 
state where the lands lie or not, it is certainly 
true that no one but the state where the lands 
are.located can object. (This ruling was made 
inview ofthe factthat complainant’s title 
came through adeed from the state of In- 
diana. 

3; ‘That purchasers from an heir-at-law, as a 
general rule, stand in no better position than 
the heir-at-law. 

4, That purchasers from one who stands in 
the position of a trustee, with notice of the 
trust, and who themselves participated in the 


- frand of the trustee, will themselves be treated 


as trustees, for the beneficiaries of the trust in 
a court of equity. 

‘The foregoing is a brief and meagre synop- 
sis-of the important decision referred to, 
whieh settles the question of ownership to one 
of the largest landed interests in the state.

Not in Litigation.

THE LADIES OUT. 

Today the ladies have a bonutiful repast 
spread in the Treanor building, and every blue 
badge was cordially welcomed to their hospi- 
tality. At 4 oclock a crowd of about three 
hundred boarded the Macon and Augusta train, 
bound for the Brown’s Crossing preciuct, in 
order to yote there. Most of these were anti’s, 
who went there for fear there would be some 
trouble about many of them being allowed to 
vote here on account of an irregularity in the 
nayment of taxes, It has turned out that that 
was unnecessary, as all duly registered votes 
had perfectly free access to the polls here to- 
day. The registrations books show 750 white 
and 1.225 wegro voters.

The prohibitionists claim that the cost on 
executions, to the number ef nearly six hun- 
dred, are not paid, and therefore the election 
is illegal and will be contested, and that the 
polls at Brown's Crossing were held open 
twenty minues too late, by which the antis 
won a victory. ‘The prohibitionists seem to be 
as lively over it as ever. and do not feel des- 
pondent at all, for they say they have won the 
fight, and that the supreme court wil! so 
decide. On the other hand the antis are jubi- 
lant over their succees, and say that the pleas 
set up by the prohibitionists will not stand.and 
that the courts will so decide.

The iustanical School Commission 

The announcement ofthe board of trustees 
for the technological school is made this 
morning. 

The board is a good one, and is selected 
with the usual care and deliberation dis- 
played by Governor McDaniel in his official 
acts. It has been generally agreed that the 
three cities who will probably contest for the 
location of the schoo] shonld have a repre- 
sentative on the board. From these cities 
the governor has chosen the Hon. N. G, Har- 
ris, of Macon, the father of the bill and the 
man most responsible for its passage; Mr. 
S. M. Inman, of Atlanta, an appointment 
80 manifestly fit that it needs no discussion, 
and Mr. E. R. Hodgson, of Athens, one of 
the most capable and successfal young bus- 
iness men in Georgia, clear-headed and prac- 
tical. The governor has acknowledged a 
fourth contestant — l’enfield —the former 
home of his alma mater and of an honored 
old college to which he is bound by many 
attachments. He has selected from that 
neighborhood the Hon. Columbus Heard—a 
gentleman distinguished tor his high charac- 
ter, his probity and earnest devotion to his 
duty as he sees it. The fifth member of the 
board, selected without reference to his loca- 
tion, is Colone] Oliver S. Porter. Asa prac- 
tical manufacturer, a man of broad culture 
and advanced views: as a student especially 
of manual education and its strong and in- 
telligent advocate, Colone! Porter is one of 
the very best selections that could have been 
made. : 

The board is a stropy one and an earnest 
one. The affairs of the technological school, 
on the success of which so much depends — 
more perhaps than on any single educational 
experiment ever made in Georgia—can be left 
with perfect confidence in its hands.

Farmers and Free Trade. - 

The Albany News and Advertiser ade- 
quately describes the stress of southern 
farmers. It says the farmers became in- 
volved in debt after the war, and were thus 
dependent on merchants and warehousemen. 
“*The reasons for this,’’ says the News and 
Advertiser, ‘‘are manifest. Cotton was 
their only money crop. There was and 
there is no home market for other products. 
The all-cotton plan became a system, and 
cotten, in a few yeas, fell so in price as to 
be tnremunerative.”’ 

This, assuredly, isa part of the problem 
which the southern farmer has to face ; and, 
with Statesman Morrison and other western 
statesmen tinkering at the tariff, vear after 
year, they have not much to hope for. It is 
trne that protection has not, as yet, given the 
farmers of the south home markets, but it 
has given them a taste of what might be. 
Atlanta, for instance, with its thousand and 
one small industries, furnishes the neighbor- 
ing farmers with a reasonably good home 
market, and the result is that we find them 
bringing in dressed poultry with their cot- 
ton, to say nothing of other products that 
find a ready and a profitable sale here.

Landlordism in This Country. 

If Mr. Gladstone succeeds in driving the 
landlords out of Ireland, will they not seek 
large holdings in this conntry? One man 
at least has already done so, Mr. William 
Scully, living in London, owns 90,000 acres 
of farming lands in IMinois and 100,000 
These lands 
ave rented to tenants at about one dollar an 
aere under very severe conditions. He pays 
no taxes in the three states, and is in all 
other respects a fine example of the alten 
landlord that has been the curse of Ireland 
over two centuries, There is scarcely any 
danger that landlordism will beeome a great 
evil in this country: the drift seems to be 
the other way; but still a hundred Scullys 
would bea very undesirable element. Alien 
landlords are not desirable anywhere, and it 
may be well to nip the evilin the bud hy 
a vigorous expression of public sentiment on 
the subject. When America becomes the 
home of aliev landlords and tenant farmers, 
it will be a very different America than we 
enjoy today. That day will, however, never 
come, 
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Shipments of Gold. 

The shipments of gold to Europe already 
amounts to about $14,000,000, and the 
probability is that nearly as much more will 
The first shipment was made Decem- 
her 22, and as the spring season advances 
larger sums seem to be necessary. We are 
importing more goods than we did one year 
azo, but the exports of February were as 
large us they were in February oi last year. 
The balance of trade against us is not large, 
if it is avainst us atall. 

It is thought the searcity of gold in 
L-urope has much to do with the recent ship- 
ments. A writer in the last number of the 
Edinburg Review states in the nine years 
previous to 18s3—a period covering the re- 
sumption of specie payments in this country 
and the demonetization of silver in Ger- 
many and Italy-—the demand for gold out- 
run the supply fully 247,000,000 sterling. 
The mines of the world could not meet this 
deficiency in a dozen years. ‘The supply ot 
gold, in other words, is not equal to the 
needs of the world in the way of currency, 
ornaments and manutiactures. Gold is, 
therefore, becoming dearer. It becomes 
dearer as the demand for it increases, The 
same writer further shows that the yield of 
both gold and silver is insufficient to meet 
all demands. The output of gold and sil- 
ver is DOW $115,000,000 than the 
amount which the experts declare necessary 
for the ordivary uses of society. The ex- 
perts referred to are Giffen and Goschen. 
who are authorities on such subjects in Eag- 
land at least. An appreciation of monetary 
standards seems to he inevitable. The stock 
of goldin Great Britain is known to be $590,- 
000,000 lessthan it was five vears ago. 

The result of the currency. constriction in 
the old world operates vo doubt to ship- 
ments of gold from our large stock, and it is 
also leading in Great Britain, Germany and 
Frence to renewed agitations of the silver 
question. Nothing short of the opening of 
new and rich gold fields can prevent the 
remonetization of silver in all of the Euro- 


pean countries. 
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New Factors of Death. 

The longevity of mankind is on the in- 
crease. The world’s health is improving, 
and yet the statistics of mortality remain 
about the same. 

Civilization is bringing to our doors and 
into the bosom of our families new agencies 
of death. The general use of electricity has 
added a new danger to the dangers already 
in existence. Scarcely a day passes that we 
do not read of deaths caused by electric 
shocks. The use of natural gas as an illum- 
inator is another danger. The recent disas- 
ter at Murraysville-shows what may be ex- 
pected from this source. Then there are a 
thousand other death-dealing agencies. If 
reports are true dried beef of the Chicago 
variety is liable to kill the unwary con- 
sumer. (Canned goods cause paralysis. Col- 
ored hose are poisonous. We even absorb 
poison from wall-paper and from garments 
of certain colors. 

Each invention, each new luxury, brings 
with it a new danger. In every blooming 
rose, of civilization lurks athorn. The fol- 
lowers of Malthus have every reason to feel 
encouraged. There is no danger of a surplus 
population so long as we rush along at our 
present rapid gallop.

He Keturns to New York and Rests 
Tombs. 

New YorK. March 22.—/Special.}—When, on 
March Sth, the case of Wm. A. loberts, Who was 
indicted some time ago on charge of grand 
lareeny. inhaving hypothecated in the Mercantile 
bank of this city £145,000 worth of bonds of the 
Georgeiown and Lane railway company, was 
called in general sessions before Judge Giliecr- 
sleeve, the defendant failed to appear. No one 
appearing for him, Judge Gildersleeve declared 
that Roberts's bond was forfeited.

OMAHA, Neb., March 22,—Ed. Johnson, the 
aesporado who killed his employer on Satur- 
day, entrenched bimself ina barn near Oak- 
land, where he resisted all attempts to capture 
bim, and killed two men and wounded several 
ethers. The barn was set on fire last evening. 
Fire was opened on Johnson and he was killed, 
falling in the flames. Whenj{the fire had sub- 
sided, the body was found riddled with 
bullets. 

For thirty-six hours the daring desperado, 
the murderer of H.C. Stedman, Peter John- 
son and [cdgar Everett, the man who defended 
his life with the desperation of a fiend, held a 
crowd of pursuers, at times numbering 300 
men, at bay. He could not be taken alive. 
He knew that surrender meant certain death 
at the hands of the enraged citizens. The 
fight he made was a remarkable one. Amoly 
supplied with ammunition and weapons, he 
defied every assault made to capture him in 
bis frail fortress, Last night it was decided 
to fire the barn and force him either to sur- 
render or suffer cremation. The shed that 
was attached tothe stable was ignited. The 
murderer seeing the barn was on fire, sent into 
the crowd about twenty shots. The fire was 
opened on him with Winchester rifles from al! 
sides, and itis supposed he was killed before 
he could get out. After the fire had subsided 
the remains were found in a large pile of oats, 
which protected him a great deal.

A Mormon Elder Returns to the Scenes ot His

PDECKERTOWN, N. J., March 22.—Thirty five 
ycars ago two Mormon missionaries labored in- 
dustriously in the isolated hamlets of Sussex 
county, and made many converts to their 
doctrine. After a year or so spent in proselyt- 
ing they were recalled, and with a colony of 
their converts went west to join the great body 
ofthe Mormon church in its emigration to 
Utah.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—The United States 
treasurer has prepared a statement showing 
the amount of standard silver dollars in the 
treasury and in circulation, and of silver cer- 
tificates outstanding, and at the end of every 
month since July, 18*5, from which it appears 
that in July, 1885, with a coinage of $205,736,- 
381. there was in cireulation $39,284,433: 
in December, 1585, with a_ coinage of 
$218,259,791, there was in circulation 
$5,254,571. and in February, 1556, with a coin- 
age of $225.225,761, there was in circulation 
$51,419,855 standard dollars. On March 20th, 
the coinage amounted to 3225,877,761, of 
which $173.°75,362, were in the treasury and 
$51,202,399 in circulation. On the same date 
there were $23,491,050 silver certificates in 
the treasury, $89.310,646 in circulation. The 
net standard dollars in the treasury after de- 
ducting the silver certificates in circulation 
Was S84.504.716.

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LABORS WAR IN BELGIUM. 


Determined and Hard Fought Riots in Differ- 
ent Towns. 

Brusstis, March 22.— Earlier reports of the 
anarchist riots at Jeineppe, Tellnor and Sara- 
ing, in Belgium, Saturday night last, were all 
far short of the actual trnth. A great amount 
of property was damaged or ruined at each 
place by the rioters. At Liege, on the same 
night, there was an open conflict between the 
troops, which had been massed there for the 
protection of the place, anda large body of 
anarchists, who were marching against the 
town for the purpose of attacking and of 
looting it. The fight was severe and  pro- 
longed, but finally resulted in the repulse of 
the anarchists. They were not driven from 
the field, however, until the troops charged 
upon them with fixed bayonets. A large 
number of men on both sides were injured. 
Some idea of the serious nature of 
the anarchist demonstration may be formed 
from the fact that today no less than 6,000 
troops are on duty guarding the district dis- 
turbed by the rioters on Saturday. 

The gendarmes and strikers at Zeraiug are in 
a disorganized conflict today, and both sides 
have been firing on each other. Many persons 
have been wounded.

Governor McDaniel Appoints the Commission

the board later in the summer. It is possible 
the board will decide upon the location some- 
time during thesummer or early in the fall 
so that the state appropriation can be used as 
s00n as it becomes available.

THE SUEJECT OF ITS LOCATION 
STILLIN A CLOUD. 


Meeting of the Qeneral Committee Representing At- 
anta and Fulton County, and What Was Done 
~The State Fair Committee on Hand— 
Locations Plentiful—Money Scarce. 


The general committee representing Atlanta, 
Fulton county, and the numerons interests of 
both, appointed to meet the state fair commit- 
tee, and, if possible, devise some means by 
which the state fair association cau come to 
Atlanta to live. held a meeting in the chamber 
of commerce yesterday afternoon, Alderman 
John R, Gramling presiding. 

The following committees were present: 

From the general council—Aldermen 
Cooper and Gramling and Councilman Mitch- 
ell. 

From the Atlanta Pomological society—R. 
J. Redding, Mark W. ‘Johnson and W. G. 
Whidby. 

From the chamber of commerce—Jesse W. 
Rankin, Andrew P. Stewart, J. \¥, Goldsmith 
and John Paul Jones, 

From the county commissioners—Anthony 
Murpby and C. W.Hunnicutt. 

From the State Fair association—L. F, 
Livingston, R. Powell, John D. Waddell, J. M. 
Mobley and T. J. Lyons. 

There were also present Henry L. Wilson, 
Frank P, Rice, J. Henly Smith, real estate 
agents. veae 

The sub-committee on location, consisting of 
J.R. Gramling, Dr. Jesse W. Rankin, C. W. 
Hunpicutt, Mark W. Johnson and J. P. Jones, 
through C. W. Hunnicutt, made its report, 
showing the lotsof land that the committee had 
examined, The report was made in the nature 
of a description of every piece of property that 
had commanded the attention of the commit- 
tee. Mr. Hunnicutt had 

4 MAP OF FULTON COUNTY, 
and after showing where the lots were located, 
placed before the committee a drawing of the 
property, describing how the land looked and 
the facilities for reaching it. 
THE TRACTS OF LAND 
reported on by the committee are as follows: 

One hundred acres on the Central railroad 
opposite the new barracks property, owned by 
John Silvey and Frank P. Rice, located four 
niles from the center of the city,and known 
as the White property. There is no water on 
the place. Itisthreeand a half miles from 
the water works. The lot has eight hundred 
feet frontage on the (entral railroad. Price, 
£100 per acre cash or its equivalent. 

Two hundred and fifty acres on the Central 
railroad, the property of Jim McCool. It has 
a level fronton the road, and on the place are 
three springs, one fish pond anda branch, A 
mile track ecou’d be built on the property, but 
the work would beexpensive. The owner will 
sell one hundred and ten acres for 5100 an 
acre, 

One hundred and thirty acres on the Belt 
railroad. near the Western and Atlantic, the 
property of Ira k. Foster. From the location 
of the tract, it is doubtful if a mile track could 
be built upon it. Price $125 per acre, 

One hundred and twenty acres on the Belt 
rond at the intersection of Peachtree road. It 
is owned by Frank P. Rice and others, and is 
located three miles from the city. It has a 
frontage onthe Belt road of fourteen hundred 
and twelve feet.

THE DISCUSSION, 

Mr. Murphy wanted to know what arrange- 
ments the fair committee desired to make, 
whether the committee is to make the pur- 
chase or the city of Atlanta, or the two to- 
gether. 

Mr. Gramling said that his committee was 
appointed to look up locations, the committee 
had done this and made its report which was 
before the meeting. His committee had per- 
formed itsduties and its work had been pre- 
sented for the consideration of the general 
committee and thestate fair committee. 

Colonel Livingston said that the Georgia 
agricultural society had concluded to locate 
its fairs permanently. By having a regular 
place to hold its annual fairs and a regular 
time to hold them, much expense could be 
saved the assoviation in advertising these two 
facts. He was satisfied from his experience 
that these fairs properly managed would be 
good paying investments. The Georgia agri- 
cultural society did not care whether it made 
money or not by holding fairs. 

ITS MAIN OBJECT 
in having them was to educate the people in 
industrial pursuits and to encourage the pro- 
ducers of the state in every way possible. 

He said that the next fair held under the 

the association would run two 
The society would like to hold it a 
month or sixty days if it was possible. He 
thought that committee was partial to 
Macon, and that to him it seemed strange that 
Macon did not offer sufficient encouragements 
to keep the fair there. He wanted a perma- 
nent home for the association, where it could 
bold its fairs annually, and the people would 
know that the fair would be held at 
THE SAME PLACE 
every year. Colonel Livingston said that it 
was his candid opinion that Macon had the 
best race-track to be found anywhere. 

Colonel] Powell said that while the associa- 
tion was in Columbus, an invitation had been 
extended tothe association to hold its fairs in 
Atlanta. Macon had also invited the associa- 
tion to hold its fairs there. The city was per- 
fectiy willing to let the society have the 
grounds in good condition free of charge; but 
what they wanted was a permanent home, 
and as the present council did not think that 
it had the right to act in such a manner as to 
bind future councils, no permanent arrange- 
ments could be made. His committee had 
come to Atlanta to hear . 

A PROPOSITION FROM ATLANTA, 
and to inspect any tracts of land that it 
thought would be suitable. What the com- 
mittee wanted was a proposition from Atlanta 
to submit to the association at the meeting to 
be held in August. He thought that in select- 
ing the grounds it would be advisableto get 
them as near thecity as possible in view of 
the fact that the poor people of a community 
are generally the largest contributors to enter- 
prises of this character and _— that 
some of them would not go 
to fairs if they hadto pay railroad fare, 

Colonel Mobley said that he was satissed 
that Atlanta wanted the fair and that a su‘ta- 
ble location could be easily found if 

THE MONEY WAS IN SIGHT. 

He wanted to know where the money was 
to come from to pay for the improvements. 
The land could be secured with‘bonds, but he 
bad great fear that the improvements could 
not be put on the grounds with bonds even in 
the event thatthe parties holding bonds as 
security for the land agreed toit. He was in 
favor of having magnificent grounds and 
buildings to match them. By exercising the 
strictest economy, he thought that a start 
could be made on $20,000 for improvemsnts, 

If the gentlemen representing Atlanta 
would submit their propositions in writing, he 
thonght that something cont? be done in the 
way of a start. He elosed his remarks by 
asking Mayor Hillyer, who was present, to 
make a proposition asto what the city would 

Q. 

In response, Mayor Hillyer said that he had 
ne propesition te submit, as he had no mature 
views upon the subject. He recognized the 
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fact that the s-ciety, with all of its ramifica- 
tions, was a valuable enterprise, and Atlanta 
would like to have it 

COME HERE TO LIVE. 

He said the city charter of Atlanta was very 
strict in its provisions upon matters of the 
character before the committee, aud that it 
inhibited the city frem going into speculative 
enterprises. He said that, in his own op:nion, 
and he believed it was the opinion of several 
members of the council, that the city should 
take no part in the enterprise. Colonel !.iv- 
ington suggested to him that the city of At- 
lanta bad $15,000 for which Oglethorpe park 
was sold, and asked if that money would not 
be available. | 

In answer to this Mayor Hillyer said that 

RE DOUBTED VERY MUCH 
if that money could be used for the purpose in- 
dicated. e money had come il 
and had been paid out to de 
fray the expénses of the city government. The 
$15,000 had been spent long ago, and could not 
be counted on for assistance in any way. He 
thought that the society could float its bonds, 
as the times were favorable for such thing:. _ 

Colonel Livingston, upon being asked, said 
that if the land could be purchased for bonds, 
$25,000 in available funds would start the en- 
terprise. 

Colonel Lyons said that the 38,000 the asso- 
ciation now had, and $2,000 more had been 
put aside to buy premiums at the next fair, 
and that the city could not expect much aid 
from the fair association after making that 
retirement. 

Colone] Livingston said that he thought 
that the railroads centering at Atlanta ought 
to be willing to subscribe freely. An oflicial 
of a road running into Macon had told him 
that the line he represented 

WOULD GIVE 31,000 
to secure the fair to Macon. Colonel Living- 
ston said that he thought that the Centra! 
would give a similar amount if asked for it. — 

On motion of W. G. Whidby, C. W. Hunn- 
cutt, Jesse W. Rankin, John Paul Jones, Job 
R. Gramling, Mark W. Johnson and Mayor 
Hillyer were appointed as a committee or or- 
ganization to confer with the executive com- 
mittee of the state fair association. 

Mr. Johnson suggested calling a meeting of 
the city council] and the citizens of Atlanta to 
see what could be done. 

Mayor Hillyer said that he could not eal! 
the council together as the body did not tee! 
disposed to assume any responsibilitics

The meeting then adjourned until 5 o'clock 
this afternoon.

Thereis one young ladyin the 
office. She is a money order clerk and gets 
$790 per year. The salary of the assisant post- 
master is $2,200. The postmaster’s salary is 


$3,300.
